City Readies Plans 
For Trash Pick-Up

Torrance householders will 
b« stuck with a piece of use­ 
less equipment Oct. 1, when 
the ban on incinerator burn­ 
ing goes into effect.

Air Pollution Control Dis­ 
trict Officer Smith Griswold 
?arned Friday that there 
itould be strict enforcement 

of the no-burning regulations 
after Oct. 1.

In T o r r a n c e, where wide­ 
spread collections of rubbish 
began July 1, householders 
will soon'receive instructions 
for the local pick-up as well 
as bills for $3 for the past 
three months' collections. Cost 
of the pick-up will be $1 per 
month.

Plan Eyed
Local residents will be .in­ 

formed of the days on which 
Jhe pick-ups will be made by 
12 trucks. Assistant City Man­ 
ager Don Mansfield said that 
the city will study .the opera­ 
tion closely to see how it 
works. Changes will be made, 
if needed, he said.

There will be approximately 
25,000 accounts covered by the 
trash collectors, with an esti­ 
mated average of two pounds 
of combustible rubbish per 
week, making a total of about 
90 tons of trash each week.

The program will not effect 
the can and garbage pickup 
currently underway in the 
city.

The. control chief pointed out 
that the "no burning" law

Each of these rules is en­ 
forceable by the Air Pollution 
Control District in both unin­ 
corporated and incorporated 
areas of the County' without 
need for separate laws either 
by the Board of Supervisors or j 
by local city councils," he de- j 
clared. ' j

Griswold added that,* under 
provisions of the State law, 
violation of any of these res­ 
trictions by individuals or or­ 
ganizations can result in court 
action with a maximum penalty 
of $500 fine and-or six! months 
imprisonment.
